Through the centre of Erwm, flows a 


delightful stream, abounding with rich scenery, 
whose waters, the enterprising and industrious 
inhabitants, have turned to their own advantage, 
by frecting1 upon its banks several inanufacto- 
tories of different kinds. 


It was among the hands employed in these 


manufactories, that the project was first con- 
ceived, of establishing an Odd Fellow's Lod(je 
in the village of Erwm. for the purpose of Be- 
nevolence and Chanty, and of att'ording eac'i 
other mutual assistance in the hour of sickness 
and distress. Some of them hid already seen 
and experienced the benefits of such societies m 
other places, where they had resided, and felt 
assured that they could not fail to be useful 
wherever they existed and were properly con- 
ducted ; hence they were anxious to have one 
formed in their present place of resilence. Ac- 
cordingly, a meeting wa« called for that pur- 
pose, and in a shoit tune a Lodge was establish- 
'd, which, in three months' "tune, numbered 
about fifty members, of good arid respectable 
standing in society. 
As may readily be sup- 


posed, the success which attended th.s enter- 
irise, roused the feelings, und excited the oppo- 
vtmn of the enemies of such institutions, and 
Odd fellowship became, fur the present, the 
principal top.c of convt rsaiion throughout the 
village. 


All sortsofsinnderanci abuse were heaped up- 


on the Institution and its members, by its ene- 
nies. Some said that it was a dangerous con- 
:ern, and if it was allowed to go on, it would 
linally rum the country. Others said that it 
was rather a small ati'iir—that no respectable 
men had any thing to do with it, and that none 
hut dirty laborers and smutty mechanics ever 
joined it.
